| Sweepstakes and Hospitals. 

Dail Eireann passed the first reading 
of the Charitable Hospitals (Temporary 
Provisions) Bill by 37 votes against 12. 
The second reading was carried, last 
Friday, by 25 votes against 16, and the 
minority included the President and three 
other members of the Executive. The argu 
ments in favour of the Bill are based, quite 
frankly, on expediency; the chief argu- 
monts against it are based on morality and 
statesmanship: Everybody adthits that 
the. Dublin hospitels are in sore need of 
funds and that large sums could be raised 
more quickly and easily by the proposed 
sweepstakes than by any other means which 
are now in sight. The real question is 
whether. Dublin, Ireland and the hospitals 
themselves would be gainers or losers in 
the long run by an appeal, however suc- 
cessful, to the gambling instincts of the 
world. We agree with those who hold that 
this financial adventure ought not to be 
sanctioned by the Parliament of the Free 
State. The moral and social objections to 
it have been set forth by the Archbishop 
of Dublin. At this stage in her history 
Ireland has special need of the virtues of 
industry «ad conventration. After her 
long orgy of ruin she must make haste 
to acquire the habit of work and the con- 
viction that nothing worth the having is 
won without a steady and persistent use 
of muscle and brain. It is foolish to sug- 
gest that such mental and moral discipline 
would not find an insidious enemy in the 
“ get rich quick ’’ results of gambling for 
a national purpose on an international 
scale. 3 

Another aspect of the case against these 
State-sanctioned sweepstakes was advanced 
admirably in the second reading debate 
by Mr. Thomas Johnson. On this occasion, 
at any rate, Mr. Johnson was a true ex- 
ponent of the dignity of Labour, and his 
speech pute good Irishmen of all parties 
under a real obligation to him. Ireland, 
like Jewry, has been. insuppressible 
throughout the ages by reason of her 
idealism, She has refused, in her most 
surmess centuries, to regard herself as any- 
thing save a great nrtion, with a great 
destiny which could be approached only 
through the portals of full self-government. 
Now she has achieved self-government. 
Henceforward she will be the untrammelled 
architect of her own fortunes, and the 
world: is waiting to seo how she will 
employ her opportunities and honour her 
responsibilities. For seven hundred years 
Irishmen have been proud—even arrogant 
—in their claim to be independent of other 
countries. Will the first gesture of their 
late-won, and hardly won, freedom be a 
sending round of the hat through al! the 
continents? It is admitted by supporters 
of the present bill that only ten per cent. 
of the money gained by recent sweepstakes 
was raised in Ireland. Ninety per cent. 


‘came from lovers of a “ flutter’’ in Great 


Britain, the United States, the British 
Dominions—from people who know little 
and care less about the work and needs of 
the Dublin hospitals. As Mr. Johnson 
says, we have exhibited Ireland's sores 
and poverty to the world ; and, if this Bill 
becomes law, we shall continue the parade 
under the gis of the Government of the 
Free State. It will be a pitiful ending to 
the policy of self-help which our leading 
men have preached for more than a genera- 
tion—a facilis descensus of Sinn Fein, 

We hope that Dail Eireann will reject 
this Bill, the demerits of which cannot be 
mitigated by any attempt to make it 
“ water-tight’ against fraud. Lf, how- 
ever, the Bill survives the Committee and 
third reading stages in the Dau, it must 
face the ordeal of the Senate, which has 
power to delay its enforcement for the 
next nine months, The Senate is well 
qualified to debate the mora] and social 
aspects of the matter, and we think that 
the Government and the country will 
welcome the fullest exercise of its rights 
under the Constitution, In the mean- 
while, the Plight of the Dublin hospitals 
must not be forgotten. I¢ is an ill wind 
that blows nobody good. The advocates of 
the sweepstake policy can claim that, what- 
ever may happen to their Bill, they have 
impressed the hospitals’ needs vividly and 
urgently upon the public conscience. 
Indeed, they are entitled to ask: “If you 
reject our plan, what is your alternative?"’ 
Mr. Johnson suggests an alternative 
which,. by satisfying the honest and 
honourable doctrine of self-help, ought to 
confer large benefits not only upon the 
Dublin hospitals, but on the moral of the 
whole community. He estimates that there 
are some 450,000 health-insured persons m 
the Free State, and that a penny a week, 
subscribed in equa] shares by employers 
and employed, would produce an annual 
sum of £100,000. We suggest that the 
Government and the hospital committees 
ought to examine the possibilities of this 
plan. The Senate could help them by 
making it a subject of inquiry and dis- 
cussion which would bring the claims o! 
the hospitals before all sections of the Irish 
people. Here, surely, is the better way. 


The Rhineland. 


France has marked the eighth week of 
what Mr. Bonar Law calls her “ disastrous 
policy” by seizing three more German 
towns—Mannheim, Karlsruhe, and Darm- 
stadt. With the occupation of these places 
she has secured complete control of the 
Rhineland from Holland to Switzerland. 
The German railway workers have been dis- 
placed, French officials have taken charge 
of the Customs, and scores of Germans 
who either by word or deed have tried to 
thwart M. Poincaré’s plan have been 
punished severely by courts-martial. Yet 
France s aims have not been achieved. A 
few train-loads of coal have crossed the 
frontier, but most of the blast furnaces 
of Lorraine are as idle to-day as they were 
two months ago, ‘and it seems probable 
that they will remain idle for many «4 
month to come. On the other hand, many 
things which the French Cabinet did not 
foresee have happened. The size and cost 
of the Army of Occupation have been in- 
creased largely ; the temper of the German 
people has been aroused; and, worst of 
all, the SEntente with Britain has 
been strained to breaking-point. From 
passive resistance the ‘“iermans have 
passed to active resistance, and every 
day brings its tales of wrecked rail- 
ways, blocked canals and other out- 
rages. As the campaign of sabotage 


increases in intensity the sentences of the 
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courts-martial become more severe. The 
determination of the German people not 
to yield has been strengthened, rather 
than weakened, by the events of 
the last two months. Last night 
the German Foreign Office issued a 
“categorical denial’ of the report that 
the Government intended to make an offer 
to Paris, and it added that no response 
would be made to any “feelers” which 
might be thrown out from the Quai 
D’Orsay. Dr. Cuno will speak in the 
Reichstag to-morrow, and our Berlin 
Correspondent says that he is expected 
to appeal to all parties to sink their 
differences and close the ranks, in order 
to meet the country’s danger. The plain 
facts, as Mr. Bonar Law said after 
the failure of the London Conference, 
is that at the moment Germany is not in 
a position to meet the Allies’ demands in 
full, and France is not merely wasting her 
energy and money by searching empty 
pockets, but is shattering all hope of repara- 
tions. Britain 's interests are involved, and 
the time is approaching when she must ask 
France to choose between sanctions and 
the Entente It is in anticipation of that 
time, no doubt, that M. Poincaré has been 
‘working for the formation of a Continental 
bloc which would not be sympathetic 
towards Britain. America has warned 
him that she will not tolerate any move 
ment which may cause a hiatus in the 
payment of the debt instalments by forcing 
Britain to increase her armaments. This 
is the sole fruit of the Rhineland ad- 
venture; it has ranged the United States 
alongside Britain and brought an Anglo 
American alliance appreciably closer.

Mr. Churchill’s Memoirs. 


It was not to be supposed that Mr. 
Winston Churchill’s own estimate of his 
share in the early events of the Great War 
would be accepted generally by the British 
or the Allied experts. The first to join 
issue with him is Major Blaise, who was 
attaché to the Belgian Ministry of War 
during the evacuation of Antwerp. In 
his view the intervention of Mr. Churchill, 
resulting in the prolonged defence of an 
untenable position and a reconstruction 
of the Belgian plans of retreat, was highly 
dangerous and might have proved fatal. 
Major Blaise thinks that, if the Germans 
had occupied the left bank of the Scheidt 
in force, they might have captured the 
whole Belgian Army. He denies that the 
prolonged defence of Antwerp saved the 
Channel ports, and claims that, if it had 
been evacuated earlier, the Belgian troops 
could have given a better account of them- 
selves elsewhere. The general public is 
not likely to concern itself with the 
rights or wrongs of these arguments. 
It realises that, if Mr. Churchill's 
intervention at Antwerp had saved not 
the Channel ‘ports only, but the entirag 
war, the Belgian experts would not be 
likely to give him credit for it. Mean- 
while there are those who think that 
political war leaders ought not to be per- 
mitted to discuss their own or their 
colleagues’ efforts in the newspapers, with 
the help of the official documents, after 
the war has become history. It is, perhaps, 
a short-sighted view. A politician who is 
prepared to defend his past on paper 
accepts the normal standards of criticism, 
and agrees to be judged on the facts. It is 
the politician who pleads privilege for 
past utterances and secrecy for past deeds 


of whom the people are rightly suspicious.

American Politics. 


The sixty-seventh Congress of the United 
States, which came to an end Jast Saturday 
night, cannot be said to have provided 
any remarkable items either of foreign or 


domestic legislation. It passed a taxation 
measure which is already unpopular, and 
a tariff that is still more unpopular. On 
the other hand, it rejected the Ship 
Subsidy Bill which the American people 
did not want, ratified the treaties result- 
ing from the Washington Disarmament 
Conference and the British debt-funding 
settlement, forced the withdrawal from 
the Rhine of the American Army of 
Occupation, and passed certain laws with 
the object of promoting the interests 
of the United States farmer. This is not 
a great record for nearly two years of 
continuous Parliamentary activity, It must 
be said, however, in defence of the defunct 
Congress that it was sent to Washington 
with strict instructions to play safe, to 
play small, and not, in any circumstances. 
to play outside America’s own back-vard. 
Like President Harding, it represented 
a reaction from Wilsonism that went 
too far. Congress had no particular 
mandate éxcept to see that President 
Harding should stay at home and should 
leave Europe to her own devices. Mean- 
while the American people have recovered 
their balance, have shaken off the obsession 
of “water-tight’’ Americanism, and hare 
elected a sixty-eighth Congress that really 
represents the temper, political cleavages 
and complex international outlook of the 
United States. Its predecessor retires, 
covered with no glory, but able to claim 
that it did all that was expected of it. 


CHORAL MUSIC. 


MISS CULWICK’S SOCIETY. 


The Metropolitan Hall was crowded on 
Saturday afternoon when Miss Culwick's 
society gave a concert. Miss Culwick did not, 
as before, produce a big choral work, but 
gave & programme of studies’ in tone and 
shading through the medium of her chorus. 

Dr. J. F. Larchet’s arrangement of “ At 
the mid hour of night ” was ideal for showing 
Miss Culwick’s control, especially in the 
pranissimo. 

The old English folk songs were most en- 
joyable in voice-harmonies, rhythms, and 
undaolations of tempo. The fasciriation of these 
old folk songs appeals both to Von Holst and 
Vaughan-Williams, and has influenced them 
in turn. ‘ The lover's ghost,” by the latter, 
was treated vividly, with real relation to the 
wording, while Von Holst, in “ Matthew, 
Mark, Lake and John,” and “ Swansea 
Town,” used the male voices with great effect. 

The Scottish folk song, where Miss Olive 
Hurley sang the melody to a chora! accom- 
paniment arranged by B. W. Hartley. was in 
the best accord. The haunting feeling. that 
lies behind the simple lines was given with 
fidelity. 

The chera)] rhapsody for eicht voices, “ Sea 
Drift '' (Coleridge Taylor); the Byrd chorus, 
“ Justorum Anime,” “ Russia's Prayer,” and 
“The Legend,” from Tschaikovsky, were 
given with a breadth of ontlook that laboured 
no detail, while the finished detail was always 
there. 

Miss Culwick is singularly able as a con- 
ductor, and the rapport that exists between 
her and her medinm results in fluency and 
many impressionistic touches.

There are some very striking studies in 
portraitare, among which one of the most 

leasing is Miss Lily Williame’s ‘Girl in 
National Dress’’ (64). Everything about the 
picture is pleasing—the poise of the head, the 
delicate colouring of the fiesh tints, the grace- 
fal pose of the figure and its air of restfulness, 
all setting off the richness and beauty of the 
costume. Another very pleasing portfait is 
Mrs. Kirkwood’s “ At the Mirror” (134), in 
which a young lady attired for walking ont is 
taking a final glance at her charms ere she 
proceeds upon her course of conquest. In 
Topsy” (9), by E. W. Vilensky, we get & 
clever study of a gipsy type of charmer in the 
costume of her race. Leo Whelan, A.R.H.A., 
is represented by several exhibits, including 6 
study of the late Most Rev. Dr. Walsh, show : 
ing the Archbishop lying in state, attired in 
his robes and mitre (106). Another portrait 
by Miss Lily Williams that will attract atten- 
tion is that of the late President Griffith, which 
has been lent to the exhibition by the dead 
leader s widow. “ A Mother and Child 
(131), by Miss Edith Fraser, is a study that 
will elicit admiration for its strength and 
fidelity to life. M. Langrishe's ' Portrait of 
Mies Inish Marshall " is another canvas that 
will repay study. 

Among the landscapes, “Spring in Wick- 
low ” (15), by Paul Henry, depicts a striking 
colonr impression of a veteran whitethorn tree 
rich in blossom and standing forth in 
its glory of foliage before a background of blue 
mountain towering to the sky. Mr. J. Cramp- 
ton Walker is represented by several typical 
studies of Irish scenery. In “Near Skerries, 
Co. Dublin” (100), he has shown a group of 
ancient thatched cottages among the sand- 
hills by the seashore, and in “ Showery 
Weather, Malahide Estuary” (128), he has 
faithfally reproduced the changing phases of 
the clouds over the sea and the beach, while 
in his “In a Stone Country " we have all the 
freshness of the verdure bounded by the great 
stone walis of Connaught and tne tombie- 
down cottages in which peasants dwel] and 
which artists love to paint. 

Mr. A. Calles in *‘ Rough Pastures, Howth,” 
has taken the heather and the gnata and the 
stony path over the hill as the subject for his 
study. 

“he Conspirators " (74), by Eva H. Hamil 
ton, is the suggestive title of a picture in 
which we see four mysterious figures larking 
in the shade under the walls of an ancient 
ruin. 

And the picture in which there is a story 
of human interest involved is “‘Every Year” 
(126), by Clara Marsh. There are many bits 
of coastline scenery canght in different moods, 
such as “ Portmarnock Sands” (129), by R. 
H. Shackleton, and “A Cockle Gatherer” 
(130), by Mrs. Hanna. 

“In the South’’ (52) is another of Miss 
Mary Swanzy’s pictures, f@ll of colour and 
sunlight. M. Theo. Nicolet is represented by 
a namber of charming water colours of Con- 
tinental scenes, while Miss E. C. Le Fann’s 
‘* Still Life ” (49) is a canvas worthy of notice. 
Mrs. A. Murray Robertson 's “La Dame de

pictares in the exhibition, marked by good

CHURCH NOTES. 

A great deal of valuable help lias been 
given by many of the chaplains in the jsreat 
War to the Imperial War Graves Comm ission 
in locating the graves of the men who fell 
in the war. it appears, by the report just 
issued, that of the total death casualties 
(about one million), over 619,000 graves have 
been located and registered. The number so 
located in France and Belgium was 503,025; 
in Egypt and Palestine, 55,862; in Macedonia, 
11,285. The percentage of nnidentified graves 
is largest in the Dardanelles and Iraq. Out 
of about 31,000 death casualties in the 
Dardanelles, only 7,515 graves have heen 
identified in Gallipoli, in addition to 2,557 in. 
the different islands of the Aigean. Jn Iraq, 
out of 40,000 death casnalties, only 7,169 
craves have been identified.

Steamship agents handling Irish passenger 
traffic will be supplied with full information 
concerning the new system upon application 
to the American Consulate, 14-15 Lower 
Sackville street, Doblin.

To-day, Adnan Bey handed a 
Nate of protest to the Allied High Commy- 
sioners here agaiast the Greek embargo on 
Anatolian refugees, and the Gree Goverp- 
ment's breach of faith in holding Turkisb 
ptisoners. ! 

Refuyees are rapidly arriving from Anatolia 
and congtegating in barracks and stables 
here, Epidemics are flourishing among them, 


are forced to exist, and also to the miserable 
epethy of the refugees themselves. Lack of 

equate. funds prevents relief organisations 
from coping with the situation. There are 
now more than 25,000 refugees quarantined 
in Constantinople, with the death-rate about 
80 daily. Conditions in the Black Sea ports, 
where further thousands are cougregated, are 
reported to be equally as bad 

Local circles here are uneasy on acconnt of 
the action of the Gr..k Government in re- 
fusing to permit Tarkish civil and military 
war prisoners to depart, because the Turks 
are continuing to bring Ureek refugees out 
of Anatolia. Two weeks ago the Gree’ Go- 
vernment informed the Turks that it had al! 
the refugees that it could handle, and if any 
more were brought out, it would etop the 
release of the ‘Turk prisoners. With the 
problem of thousands cougregating at Sem- 
souu, Trebizond, and other Black Sea ports, 
the ‘Turks have been compelled to bring the 
refugees here, where they are housed in the 
former military barracks awaiting permission 
from the Hellenic Government to send them 
to Greece.

DAYLIGHT ROBBERY IN 


DUBLIN. 


Two armed men on Saturday. afternoon en- 
tered the premises of the Stafford Cabinet- 
making Company, 101 Capel street, Dublin, 
the business of. which is carried on by Mr. 
Lewis Gurevich, who resides at 122 Bt. 
Catherine’s terrace, South Circular road, and 
robbed him of £10, portion of the money that 
he had just brought from the bank to pay 
his employés. Mr. Gurevich, in attempting 
to escape, was shot in the leg by one of the 
men. He was taken to Jervis street Hospital. 
It appears that .the men entered the 
premises while Mr. Gurevich was at the bank, 
and demanded “the cash.’ Learning that 
Mr. Gurevich had not returned, they confined 
his son and an employé* in the office, and 
awaited his arrival. When Mr. Gurevich 
camé in he had with him £100, made up of 
£70 in £1 notes,. £20 in 10s. notes, and £10 
in silver and coppers. The silver and coppers 
he carried in two packets in his coat pockets, 
The men demanded the money for the wages, 
and. proceeded to search him. 

took possession of the packets of 
and coppers, and were  continu- 
their search when a man came 
the hall. leading to the office. 
Mr. Gurevich then ran into. the hall, but 
was passed by the two robbers, who, on their 
way to the door, fired three shots. Mr. Gure- 
vich was shot in the left leg and fell, and the 
men escaped through Capel street. The 
wound inflicted was not of a serious character.

DENOUNCED BY MR. O’HIGGINS 

Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, Free State Minister 
for Home Affairs, on Saturday alluded to the 
position taken up in the country by what he 
described. as the Neutral’ J.R.A. 

‘*To begin with,’’ he stated to a representa- 
tive of the Irish Times, “the number of people 
in the country who fought, and were prepared 
to fight, the British Gan Donegal to Cork 
was not a very big number. In the average 
Leinster counties, at any rate, if you could 
muster eighty or a hundred mien, it was as 
much as you could do.- A large proportion 
of that number—you can get the exact figure 
from the Minister. of _Defence—is : at. present 
in the ranks of the National Army. a 

“We must assume that some considefable 
proportion, at any rate—I would hesitate to 
say that it is as large a proportion as there 
is in the National Army—would be with the 
Irregulars, and the balance would be some- 
thing quite small.’’, 

The Minister recdlled his reply to a resolu- 
tion passed by a local authority in Offaly, 
when he expressed himself as. “puzzled by 
the word ‘ neutrality,’ which occurred in con- 
nection with the present conditions in the 
country.” 

The issue, after all, he 
the will of the majority: is, 
prevail. 

“That issue seems to.me to leave no room 
for Neutrality. as to whether the Treaty, 
which was signed by five Irish _pleni-

.potentiaries, approved by the Irish  Parlia- 


ment, and accepted by the vast majority of 
the Irish people, is to prevail as the basis 
of our Constitution. . The Treaty, and the 
Constitution arising from it, have been re- 
udiated by a section, afid that section has 
bee waging a particularly cruel and 
cowardly war, not on the armed forces of 
the Government, but on defenceless civilians 
throughout: the country. 

“In such conditions. a section of people 
comes forward with the word ‘neutrality on 
their banner.. I do not understand the word 
in its application to present conditions, or to 
the actions of those who’are waging war on 
their own people. I repeat. that the man who 
professes neutrality with regard to the cam- 

aign that is being waged by the. Irregulars 
is either a moral coward, who knows that 
the campaign is wrong and is afraid to say 
so, or a physical coward, who thinks it 1: 
right and is afraid to participate.’’

ATTACK ON MILITARY 


OFFICER. 


A National soldier reported at ‘Store street 
Police Station yesterday morning at 5.50 
o'clock ' that while duving in a motor car 
through Talbot street, Dublm, a military 
officer of high rank was fired upon by a 
civilian, who was accompanied by a man in 
uniform. . The officer's car went on towards 
Amiens street. No person appeared to have 
been injured. 

John McEvitt, aged 20 years, of 35 
Marrowbone lane Dublin, was wounded in 
the ankle at 10 o'clock p.m. on Saturday, by 
what appears to have been a ricochetting 
bullet. while he was walking along near 
James's street Harbour. The builet must 
have come from a distance, as no shots were 
heard in the locality. The wounded man was 
taken to Steevens’ Hospital, and detained. 
On Saturday night the tramway cars on the 
South side of the city were “held up” by 
‘armed military, and the male civilian paa- 
sengers were searched for arms and ammuni- 
tion. 

An attempt was made by armed men shortly 
after 3 o'clock on Saturday morning to enter 
the premises of Mr. Michael O'Meara, 145 
North Strand, Dublin. The men arrived in 
a motor car, and knocked at the door of the 
house. threatening to blow up the place if 
thev were not admitted... When they were not 
admitted they fired four shots at the door, 
and knocked off one of the locks, but immedi- 
ately afterwards a whistle was heard, and 
the men drove away.
